The  utopian  one-world  sensibil¬ 
ity  that  fueled  Wyclef's  consciousness  also 
formed  his  recordings,  which  fused  hip-hop  with 
as  many  different  styles  of  music  as  he  could 
get  his  hands  on  (though,  given  his  Caribbean 
roots,  reggae  was  a  particular  favorite).

Just  Say  No 

To  the  WTO  -  again! 


On  Nov  30  the  World  Trade  Organization  will  host  a  "restart"  meeting 
in  Geneva  to  resuscitate  the  WTO  and  implement  the  Doha  Round 
Declarations  of  2001.  Ironically,  these  negotiations  are  scheduled  to 
begin  on  the  10  year  anniversary  of  the  Battle  in  Seattle,  when  protestors 
from  around  the  globe  joined  together  to  shut  down  the  WTO. 

Why  should  you  care?  The  WTO,  through  corporate  globalization,  aka 
neo-liberalism,  creates  rights  for  capital  that  limit  the  ability  of  governments 
to  protect  their  citizens  and  the  environment.  The  rights  of  people  and  the 
environment  are  diminished  in  direct  proportion  to  increases  in  the  rights 
of  money. 

Given  the  current  global  financial  crisis,  for  example,  there  has  been  a  call 
for  regulation  of  the  banking  industry.  However,  the  WTO  Financial  Services 
Agreement,  promoted  and  signed  by  the  U.S.,  limits  the  ability  of  policy 
makers  to  regulate  banks,  insurance  companies  and  other  financial  services 
providers.  This  ban  on  regulation  specifically  includes  trading  of  securities  and 
derivative  products,  the  very  type  of  products  that  led  to  the  current  global 
financial  meltdown.  In  addition,  implementation  of  the  WTO  Doha  Round 
would  reguire  more  financial  deregulation,  including  new  limits  on  accounting 
standards.  While  ordinary  people  suffer  home  foreclosures  and  job  losses,  their 
governments  are  prohibited  from  enacting  laws  that  could  curb  the  ability  of 
banks  and  insurance  companies  that  are  "too  big  to  fail"  from  engaging  in  new 
speculative  ventures. 

And  this  is  just  the  tip  of  the  iceberg.  The  Doha  Declaration  listed  21 
subjects  that  needfurtherimplementationincluding  Agricultural  Agreements 
that  would  limit  the  ability  of  nations  to  protect  their  own  domestic  food 
industry;  General  Agreements  on  Trade  in  Services  that  seek  to  promote 
the  privatization  of  public  service  like  water,  health  care  and  education;  and 
Trade  Related  Intellectual  Property  Rights  which  give  corporations  control 
of  food  and  medicine  by  granting  patents  on  seeds  and  genes. 

The  mantra  of  corporate  globalization  is  growth.  Since  1950  global  trade 
has  increased  20  fold.  Instead  of  global  prosperity,  this  has  led  to  increasing 
global  ineguality  and  debt.  Currently  two  and  a  half  billion  people  live  on  less 
than  $2  a  day.  A  billion  people  suffer  food  shortages  and  malnutrition.  The 
global  south  transfers  $200  billion  dollars  annually  to  financial  institutions 
in  the  north  to  service  their  debts. 

Growth  in  trade  has  not  resulted  in  growth  in  jobs.  In  addition  to  exporting 
jobs  to  low  wage  non-union  countries,  technology  replaces  labor  in  all  nations. 
Real  wages  are  flat  or  declining  as  the  profits  from  increased  productivity 
are  pocketed  by  corporations. 

Growth  means  that  each  year  we  consume  30  percent  more  than  the 
planet  produces  in  renewable  resources.  Oil  and  natural  gas  production  have 
peaked.  Ocean  fish,  forests  and  wetlands  are  depleted.  Carbon  emissions 
change  our  climate. 

A  new  direction  is  needed.  We  must  prevent  the  WTO  from  implementing 
the  DOHA  Declaration  in  the  upcoming  trade  negotiations  in  Geneva.  We  can 
send  a  clear  message  that  we  place  people  and  our  Earth  before  corporate 
profits.  Global  social  movements  led  to  failed  negotiations  rounds  in 
Seattle  in  1999,  Doha  in  2001,  Cancun  in  2003  and  Hong  Kong  in  2005.  The 
political  ground  has  shifted  in  the  U.S.  Our  representatives  are  increasingly 
guestioning  the  wisdom  of  unfettered  "free  trade."  Make  your  voice  heard. 
Contact  the  White  House  and  your  congressional  representatives  to  let  them 
hear  your  opposition  to  new  WTO  agreements.

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PUBLIC  LEFT  OUT 

I  applaud  EWEB,  the  city  of  Eugene, 
and  the  architects  for  creating  outstanding 
public  participation  opportunities  for 
designing  the  redevelopment  of  EWEB’s 
riverfront  property. 

In  sharp  contrast,  the  UO’s  Riverfront 
Research  Park  is  quietly  in  the  process  of 
developing  an  office  building  and  large 
surface  parking  lots  immediately  adjacent 
to  the  EWEB  property  with  practically 
no  public  involvement.  The  development 
is  based  on  an  out-of-date  plan  that  was 
recently  modified  to  accommodate  a  new 
building.  This  building  will  seriously 
limit  options  for  easy  access  from  the 
university  to  the  Research  Park  and  EWEB 
redevelopment. 

Since  that  Research  Park  master  plan 
was  approved  in  1989,  Agri-Pac  was 
replaced  by  the  new  federal  courthouse, 
Hilyard  Street  was  extend  north  along  the 
railroad  tracks  and  the  EWEB  property  is 
undergoing  a  major  change  of  use.  In  the 
last  20  years  there  have  also  been  enormous 
changes  in  our  awareness  and  response 
to  environment  issues  —  from  global 
warming  to  stormwater  management  and 
riparian  restoration.  The  master  plan  does 
not  reflect  any  of  these  changes. 

Eugene  residents  are  helping  to  pay  for 
this  development  because  the  Research 
Park  is  located  within  the  Riverfront 
Urban  Renewal  District.  Look  at  your 
property  tax  bill  to  see  how  much  you’ll  be 
paying  this  year. 

The  Research  Park  has  an  enormous 
impact  on  whether  or  not  we  can 
successfully  redevelop  our  precious 
waterfront  into  a  vibrant  public  place.  As 
citizens  and  taxpayers  we  deserve 
opportunities  for  involvement  on  how  this 
property  is  developed.

It 
has  worked  in  collaborative  communities  all 
over  the  U.S.  The  results  are  a  sustainable, 
aesthetically  pleasing  community  that 
appeals  to  the  residents,  community  and 
future  generations. 

As  for  affordability,  a  successful 
example  in  Eugene  is  the  Whiteaker 
neighborhood  —  affordable  homes,  good 
commercial  choices  and  spirited  resident 
involvement  all  make  this  neighborhood 
shine. 

This  project  could  become  a  successful 
community  and  destination;  a  place  that 
residents  of  Eugene  will  enjoy  and  be 
proud  of,  and  visitors  to  Eugene  will  flock 
to.

Equally  preposterously,  in  order  to  get  to  the  bike  path,  LTD  needs  to 
dissect  and  destroy  a  peaceful  quiet  neighborhood:  13th  Avenue  west  of 
Garfield,  being  a  dead-end  street,  sees  no  traffic  outside  of  the  people  who 
live  there.  It's  not  a  thoroughfare.  Homeowners  live  here  because  of  the 
quiet.  Families  have  been  living  in  this  awesome  little  nook  for  10, 20,  even  30 
years.  On  this  part  of  13th,  there  are  kids  playing  in  the  street,  cats  along  the 
curb  and  at  least  one  chihuahua  is  often  found  wandering  the  street  keeping 
us  all  entertained.  All  of  this  would  be  destroyed. 

The  vital  question:  How  is  the  ruination  of  the  bike  path  as  well  as  the 
dissection  and  destruction  of  a  quiet  neighborhood  going  to  take  one  car 
off  West  11th  or  even  slightly  aid  in  solving  west  Eugene's  traffic  issues?  It 
won't! 

The  answer  to  west  Eugene's  traffic  woes  lies  in  making  car  traffic  flow 
more  fluidly.  I  wish  it  were  otherwise  but  this  is,  after  all,  car-loving  America. 
It's  going  to  take  a  more  impressive  public  transportation  option  than 
running  diesel  buses  down  an  already  existing  greenbelt  two  blocks  off  West 
11th  to  get  us  out  of  the  cars.  If  there's  going  to  be  an  enormous  construction 
project,  let  it  enhance  car  travel  in  the  area  and  let  the  public  transportation 
part  of  it  be  convenient  enough  to  motivate  us  car  owners  to  actually  use  it. 

A  public  transportation  option  in  the  area  is  vital.  But  it  needs  to  be 
effective.  Even  if  LTD  were  to  build  all  four  of  the  options  being  considered. 
West  11th  would  still  be  an  overcrowded  mess.  Since  the  car  traffic  issues  are 
exponentially  more  profound  than  anything  public  transportation  can  solve, 
LTD  routes,  with  or  without  an  EmX,  need  to  come  after  or  be  a  part  of  a 
solution  for  car  traffic;  not  something  separate  and  exclusive. 

So  please,  keep  the  EmX  off  the  bike  path  and  stop  the  destruction  of 
a  quiet  neighborhood.  Instead,  let's  work  on  solutions  that  might  actually 
make  visiting  and  shopping  along  West  11th  and  traveling  to  Veneta  or  the 
coast  a  more  pleasant  experience.

I  sineerely 
hope  that  he  takes  as  mueh  eare  informing 
distressed  moms  about  all  of  their  options 
as  he  does  applauding  his  own  aetions.

TURN  OVER  A  NEW  LEAF 

Please  don’t  put  leaves  in  the  bike  lane. 

If  you’re  not  a  biker  you  may  wonder 
why  you  should  care  about  bike  lanes.  You 
may  think  they  don’t  affect  you  and  wonder 
why  there  has  been  so  much  news  lately 
about  Eugene’s  new  policy  forbidding  the 
placing  of  leaves  in  any  bike  lane. 

However,  this  is  an  issue  that  should 
matter  to  you.  Bicyclists  can  legally  ride 
on  any  road  in  Oregon  other  than  the 
interstate.  Bicyclists  can  also  leave  any 
bike  lane  and  ride  in  the  “car”  lane  “when 
reasonably  necessary  to  avoid  hazardous 
conditions”  (ORS  814.430).  A  wet  layer 
of  leaves  is  like  riding  on  ice,  and  often 
hides  potholes  and  other  debris.  Large 
piles  of  leaves  make  the  lane  completely 
impassible. 

Bike  lanes  are  put  on  busy  Eugene 
streets  partially  for  the  safety  of  the 
bicyclists  but  also  by  the  city  to  move 
bicyclists  out  of  the  way  of  cars.  If  the 
bicyclist  is  unable  to  ride  in  the  bike  lane 
they  have  no  choice  than  to  ride  in  the 
“car”  lane  on  these  roads  —  which  is  not 
only  dangerous  to  the  bicyclist  but  also 
may  impede  car  traffic. 

This  is  why  you  should  care  about  the 
new  rules.  Remember,  every  bicyclist  you 
see  is  one  fewer  car  in  front  of  you  at  a  red 
light  and  one  fewer  parking  spot  taken  up 
at  the  store.  Keeping  bike  lanes  clear  helps 
bicyclists  stay  safe  and  out  of  your  way.

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AG  LOOKS  TO  CRACK  DOWN 
ON  POLLUTERS 

During  a  recent  visit  to  EW,  Oregon  Attorney 
General  John  Kroger  said  the  new  ecocrimes 
unit  is  under  way.  He  announced  two  new  hires 
this  week:  Patrick  A.  Flanagan  is  a  former 
Clackamas  County  prosecutor  and  federal  law 
enforcement  officer  with  the  U.S.  National  Park 
Service,  and  Stephanie  M.  Parent  is  an  attorney 
who  has  both  defended  the  federal  government 
and  represented  environmental  groups.  Before 
Kroger  came  to  office,  Oregon  had  an  environ¬ 
mental  crimes  task  force  but  didn’t  have  any 
environmental  prosecutors.  One  of  Kroger’s 
campaign  promises  was  to  crack  down  on 
Oregon’s  polluters. 

The  funding  for  the  new  environmental  crimes  enforcement  unit  was  created 
during  the  last  session  of  the  Oregon  Legislature.  The  legislation  allowed  the 
Oregon  Department  of  Justice  to  use  existing  funds  to  begin  an  enforcement  pro¬ 
gram  focusing  on  illegal  and  intentional  violation  of  Oregon’s  environmental  laws. 

Kroger  said  the  AG’s  office  has  four  to  five  potential  cases  of  pollution  already 
identified.  Where  in  the  past  companies  often  were  simply  fined,  “We  now  charge 
people  with  crimes  and  we  now  get  injunctions  ordering  them  to  stop,”  he  said. 

He  cited  the  case  of  Lehman  Hot  Springs  in  Eastern  Oregon,  which  was  using  a 
sewage  lagoon  system  to  store  human  waste  behind  earth  dams.  He  said  not  only 
were  the  dams  leaking  20,000  gallons  of  sewage  wastewater  per  day  into  a  tributary 
of  the  John  Day  River,  but  they  had  “the  risk  of  a  catastrophic  break.”  According  to 
the  Oregon  DEQ,  such  break  could  release  2.4  million  gallons  of  sewage  wastewa¬ 
ter  into  Warm  Spring  Creek  and  into  the  John  Day  River  system. 

The  DEQ  said  that  Lehman  Hot  Springs  resort  has  been  operating  for  years 
without  water  quality  permits  required  under  state  pollution  laws. 

The  AG’s  office  got  a  court  order  ordering  Lehman  Hot  Springs  to  pump  down 
the  lagoons  and  remove  the  waste,  Kroger  said,  and  he  added,  “That’s  a  perfect 
example  of  what  we’re  trying  to  do.”  —  Camilla  Mortens en 


ANNIVERSARY  OF  BATTLE 
IN  SEATTLE 

A  community  coalition  of  labor  unions,  fair  trade  advocates  and  other  organizers 
for  social  and  economic  justice  will  host  the  “WTO  2009  Teach-In”  and  the  “Eugene 
Says  NO  to  the  WTO  Celebration”  on  Saturday,  Nov.  21.  The  events  are  being  held 
to  alert  the  public  to  the  threat  posed  by  the  new  World  Trade  Organization  (WTO) 
Ministerial  being  held  later  this  year,  and  to  celebrate  the  10-year  anniversary  of  the 
“Battle  in  Seattle”  protests  that  shut  down  the  WTO  in  1999. 

The  teach-in  will  take  place  from  1  to  4  pm  Saturday  in  the  Fir  Room  of  the 
EMU  on  the  UO  campus.  A  panel  of  local  experts  will  present  the  history  of  the 
WTO,  its  role  in  job  loss,  environmental  destruction,  forced  migration  and  financial 
deregulation,  as  well  as  the  Seattle  protests’  impact  on  the  right  to  dissent.  Panelists 
will  also  discuss  the  Nov.  30  to  Dec.  2  WTO  Ministerial  in  Geneva,  Switzerland. 

The  WTO  celebration  will  run  from  6:30  to  11:30  pm  Saturday  at  the  WOW 
Hall  and  will  feature  a  screening  of  This  Is  What  Democracy  Looks  Like,  a  film 
about  the  1999  WTO  protests  in  Seattle.  The  screening  will  be  followed  by  per¬ 
formances  by  the  Sugar  Beets  and  the  New  Mexican  Revolution.  Suggested  dona¬ 
tion  is  $5  to  $15,  but  no  one  will  be  turned  away  for  lack  of  funds. 

“The  WTO  is  trying  to  expand  harmful  trade  policies  that  offshore  Oregon 
jobs,  push  small  farmers  off  their  land,  worsen  climate  change  and  deregulate 
banks,”  said  Arthur  Stamoulis,  director  of  the  Oregon  Fair  Trade  Campaign,  in  a 
prepared  statement.  “It’s  especially  important  that  these  policies  be  reversed  now 
with  the  U.S.  and  global  economies  in  a  crisis  caused  in  large  part  by  30  years  of 
wage  stagnation  in  the  U.S.  The  shortage  of  family- wage  jobs  threatens  the  abil¬ 
ity  of  our  economy  to  recover.” 

Stamoulis  said  Eugene  played  a  “huge  role”  in  shutting  down  the  WTO  10 
years  ago,  and  “this  teach-in  and  celebration  will  let  people  know  how  they  can 
make  a  difference  today.” 

As  part  of  the  anniversary,  local  videographer  Tim  Lewis  is  planning  to  show 
two  films  Nov.  29  at  the  Bijou  Theatre,  Breaking  the  Spell:  Anarchists,  Eugene 
and  the  WTO  and  RIP  WTP  N30.  See  next  week’s  Calendar  for  times. 

The  Eugene  events  are  being  held  earlier  than  the  actual  anniversary  to  avoid 
the  Thanksgiving  weekend  and  also  to  allow  local  activists  to  attend  Portland 
events  the  weekend  of  Dec.  5.  That  Saturday  at  noon  will  be  a  rally  at  Tom 
McCall  Waterfront  Park  under  the  Hawthorne  Bridge,  followed  by  a  1  pm  march 
to  the  nearby  World  Trade  Center,  Federal  Building  and  Wells  Fargo  buildings.  At 
2  pm  will  be  an  indoor  rally  and  concert  at  PSU.  For  more  information,  email

BILL  FLEENOR 
TO  RUN  AGAIN 

West  Lane  County  Commissioner  Bill 
Fleenor  officially  announced  Nov.  18  that 
he  has  decided  to  run  for  office  after  all. 
Fleenor  had  declared  in  early  September 
that  he  would  not  run  for  his  commis¬ 
sioner’s  seat  again. 

In  an  interview  with  the  E' IF  last  week, 
he  said  he  subsequently  heard  from  “hun¬ 
dreds  of  people”  dismayed  by  his  decision 
to  not  run  to  keep  the  seat  he  wrested  away 
from  pro-logging  former  Commissioner 
Anna  Morrison  in  2006. 

Fleenor  said  his  decision  not  to  run  was 
based  on  his  concerns  about  effectively 
serving  the  citizens  of  Lane  County.  “My 
need  to  serve  outweighed  my  need  to  run,” 
he  said.  “I  needed  to  have  a  life.  How  do 
you  do  that  working  50-60  hours  a  week 
and  then  running  a  big  money  campaign?” 
Fleenor  commutes  to  commissioners’ 
meetings  from  Mapleton,  sometimes  stay¬ 
ing  in  his  RV  in  Eugene  during  the  week. 

He  said  he  had  concerns  about  raising 
the  kind  of  money  that  it  would  take  to  run 
another  campaign.  “I  am  an  independent 
man,  not  bought  and  sold,”  he  said.  “If  I 
had  to  raise  a  half  million  dollars  I  might 
lose  that  independence.”  Fleenor  said  a 
“grassroots  groundswell”  of  unpaid  sup¬ 
porters  have  offered  to  run  the  campaign. 


and  he  is  “just  tickled  that  all  of  the  ele¬ 
ments  are  coming  together.”  He  said  to 
reflect  his  focus  on  keeping  Lane  County 
on  task,  on  budget  and  on  message,  his 
proposed  campaign  slogan  is  “Tough,  Tight 
and  In  Touch.”

TASER  REPORTS 
RAISE  ISSUES 

The  Lane  County  district  attorney  last 
week  forced  the  city  of  Eugene  to  release 
police  reports  from  the  controversial 
Easing  of  a  Chinese  student,  but  the  care¬ 
fully  worded  reports  raise  more  questions 
than  they  answer. 

The  DA  ruled  on  an  Oregon  Public 
Records  Law  appeal  from  Eugene  Weekly 
and  The  Register-Guard  that  the  police 
chief  broke  the  law  when  he  hid  the 
records  from  the  public.  After  the  DA 
ordered  the  city  to  release  the  documents, 
the  city  waited  three  days,  after  EW  went 
to  press,  to  release  them. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  question 
raised  by  the  documents  is:  Should  police 
have  known  that  the  two  Chinese  students 
in  their  own  apartment  could  not  under¬ 
stand  them  before  they  Tasered  one  of 
them  as  a  suspected  trespasser? 

The  two  officers,  Judd  Warden  and  Bill 
Barnes,  wrote  in  their  typed,  undated 
reports  sometime  after  the  incident  that 
they  first  encountered  and  handcuffed  one 
of  the  students  while  going  up  the  stairs  in 
the  apartment.  The  officers  did  not  say 
whether  or  not  the  student  spoke  and  in 
what  language.  The  two  officers’  reports 
omit  any  mention  of  the  Chinese  students 
actually  speaking. 

Warden  wrote,  “He  would  not  obey  my 
commands  to  put  his  hands  on  his  head.” 

Barnes  wrote,  “It  appeared  [the  student] 
did  not  clearly  understand  our  directions 
since  he  was  slow  to  comply.”  The  officer 
continued  that  when  he  asked  if  there  was 
anyone  else  in  the  apartment,  the  student 
“was  unable  to  provide  a  sufficient  answer.” 

But  the  reports  do  not  say  why  the 
answer  was  not  “sufficient.”  Was  it  because 
the  student  was  only  speaking  Chinese  or 
in  broken  English? 

If  so,  Barnes  and  Warden  could  have 
called  a  “Language  Line”  the  police  regu¬ 
larly  use  for  instant  translations.  If  the  offi¬ 
cers  had,  the  student  could  have  explained 
that  they  were  renting  the  apartment  and 
provided  their  written  rental  document. 

As  it  was,  the  police  claim  they  only 
realized  that  the  two  couldn’t  speak 
English  after  Warden  went  upstairs  and 
woke  and  Tasered  the  other  student  in  his 
own  bedroom  after  the  other  non-English 
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EW  offices  wifi  be  cfosed  Nov.  26-27  for  the  long 
Thanksgiving  weekend  and  we  will  be  publishing  a  day  early, 
Wednesday,  Nov.  25.  Early  deadline  to  reserve  display  ad 
space  for  our  Nov.  25  issue  will  be  5  pm  Thursday,  Nov.  19.

Questions?  Call  484-0519. 
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Speaker  also  failed  to  eomply  with  the 
offieer’s  orders  in  English.  Warden  elaims 
that  he  thought  the  unarmed  student  “sit¬ 
ting  on  the  ground”  was  “eoming  at  me  to 
potentially  hurt  me.” 

The  eity  has  known  that  its  poliee  offi- 
eers  laser  people  who  don’t  understand 
poliee  orders,  without  ehanging  its  poliey 
and  training  to  address  the  problem. 

In  June,  the  Eugene  poliee  auditor  and 
Civilian  Review  Board  deseribed  in  their 
annual  report  an  ineident  in  whieh  poliee 
offieers  Tasered  a  nonthreatening,  non- 
eommunieative  mentally  ill  man  for  fail¬ 
ing  to  eomply  with  orders.  The  report  said 
the  poliee  poliey  allowing  shoeking  after 
warning  is  “flawed”  in  that  “it  does  not 
address  the  issue  that  to  be  meaningful  a 
warning  must  be  heard  and  understood.” 

The  only  apparent  eity  response  to  the 
report  was  the  City  Couneil  appointing  an 
auditor  and  review  board  members  who 
are  less  eritieal  of  poliee.  Failing  to  respond 
to  doeumented  problems  ean  open  the  eity 
to  expensive  lawsuits.  — Alan  Pittman

This  working  meeting  will  address  the 
need  for  loeal  jurisdietions  to  ehange  their 
ordinanees  and  polieies  to  eomply  with  a 
2006  Ninth  Cireuit  Court  of  Appeals  rul¬ 


ing,  Jones  V.  Los  Angeles,  in 
whieh  the  eourt  held  that 
homeless  individuals  in  pub- 
lie  spaees  eannot  be  intimi¬ 
dated,  harassed,  rousted  or 
arrested  for  having  no  shelter 
to  go  to,  aeeording  to  Eugene 
aetivist  Paul  Prensky. 

“This  ruling  is  binding  on 
loeal  jurisdietions,  and  L.A., 

Fresno,  and  Portland,  among 
others,  have  ehanged  their 
laws  and  polieies  aeeording- 
ly,”  says  Prensky.  “We  will 
organize  a  publie  effort  to  get 
the  eities  of  Lane  County  and 
the  eounty  administration  to 
ehange  their  ordinanees  and 
for  poliee  departments  to 
ehange  their  polieies  to  eome 
into  eomplianee.” 

Prensky  says  the  meeting 
will  also  be  an  effort  “to  get 
our  arms  around  the  totality 
of  the  situation  faeed  by  the 
homeless  —  no  aeeess  to 
shelter,  food  or  elothing  for 
the  winter,  the  problem  of  predators  among 
the  homeless  population,  and  the  need  for 
a  support  system  to  respond  in  real  time  to 
the  need  of  those  stranded  in  publie  this 
winter  to  get  to  available  shelter,  or  have 
some  of  their  needs  met  on  the  spot  if  they 
ehoose  to  ‘stay  out.’” 

Prensky  envisions  a  paid  hotline  eoordi- 
nator,  a  network  of  volunteers  to  take  one  or 
more  7  pm  to  3  am  shifts  on-eall  to  offer 
transport  to  available  shelter,  and  a  street 
patrol  to  assist  people  in  eonneeting  with 
unmet  needs,  and  in  weeding  out  predators. 

A  panel  is  being  formed  of  law  enfore- 
ers,  downtown  seeurity  personnel  and  eon- 
eemed  business  eommunity  members  to 


balanee  a  panel  representing  the  homeless 
themselves. 

Prensky  says  he  hopes  to  see  “an  effort 
to  destigmatize  homelessness  and  eneour- 
age  loeal  residents  to  make  the  effort  this 
winter  to  do  unto  the  least  among  us  as  we 
would  want  done  unto  us.” 

A  panel  diseussion  of  homelessness  is 
also  on  the  program  at  City  Club  of  Eugene 
Friday,  Nov.  20.  See  Aetivist  Alert.

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•  Opponents  to  the  Eugene  City  Council  intervening 
on  the  police  department's  out-of-control  Taser 
use  would  have  you  believe  Eugene  isn't  a  democ¬ 
racy  but  some  banana  dictatorship.  Eugene  doesn't 
have  a  democratic  council  form  of  government,  the 
argument  goes;  we  have  a  "strong  city  manager 
form  of  government."  Huh?  The  City  Charter  says, 
"All  power  of  the  city  is  vested  in  the  City  Council."  If 
the  councilors  can  pass  an  ordinance  micromanag¬ 
ing  the  exact  angle  at  which  pedestrians  can  cross 
the  street  (jaywalking),  they  can  certainly  set  policy 
on  the  use  by  city  employees  of  potentially  lethal, 
50,000-volt  weapons. 

•  County  Commissioner  Bill  Fleenor  announced  this 
week  that  he  will  seek  another  four-year  term,  and 
we're  pleased  to  hear  it.  Fleenor  has  been  a  huge 
improvement  over  his  predecessor,  Anna  Morrison, 
when  it  comes  to  environmental  and  social  justice 
issues.  And  he's  been  good  on  taxation  issues  and 
public  safety,  despite  efforts  by  conservatives  and 
The  Register-Guard  to  unfairly  label  him  as  soft  on 
crime  and  punishment.  The  campaign  will  hopefully 
provide  an  opportunity  to  set  the  record  straight, 
though  we  predict  the  same  old  erroneous  informa¬ 
tion  will  be  trotted  out  again  and  again,  particularly 
regarding  the  funding  of  jail  beds.  Fleenor  is  still 
being  blamed  for  jail  bed  cuts  made  by  Commissioners 
Faye  Stewart  and  Bobby  Green,  before  Fleenor  was 
even  on  the  board. 

In  Fleenor's  prepared  remarks  at  his  announce¬ 
ment  this  week,  he  recalled  the  words  of  the  late 
Sen.  Wayne  Morse:  "Why  can't  there  be  elected  offi¬ 
cials  who  just  follow  the  facts  wherever  they  lead,  let 


the  chips  fall  wherever  they  may,  while  always  put¬ 
ting  the  people  first?"  Fleenor  added,  "Maybe  it's 
naTve  for  me  to  think  I  can  be  that  person,  but  believe 
me.  I'm  trying  to  be!" 

•  Lane  Transit  District  finds  itself  in  a  pickle,  trying 
to  choose  between  several  unwieldy  options  for  the 
federally  subsidized  EmX  bus  rapid  transit  route  in 
west  Eugene.  Each  option  has  its  advantages  and 
disadvantages,  but  probably  the  option  that  will 
draw  the  most  public  ire  is  along  the  north  bank  of 
Amazon  Creek  and  the  popular  creekside  bike  path 
that  hundreds  of  cyclists  and  walkers  use  each  day. 
Less  resistance  is  likely  for  a  route  that  would  use 
parts  of  6th,  7th,  11th  and  13th  avenues,  particularly 
if  those  routes  can  be  designed  to  serve  transit  rid¬ 
ers,  create  minimal  disruption  to  existing  residents 
and  businesses,  and  remove  few  trees. 

This  is  a  difficult  and  painful  process,  but  estab¬ 
lishing  bus  rapid  transit  lines  to  serve  west  Eugene  is 
vitally  important,  not  so  much  for  the  next  few  years, 
but  for  the  long  term.  We  need  to  plan  for  20  to  50 
years  and  beyond,  when  mass  transit  will  dominate 
our  evolving  transportation  system.  The  EmX  routes 
may  have  noisy,  stinky  buses  for  the  next  10  years, 
but  after  that  the  same  dedicated  routes  can  be  con¬ 
verted  to  relatively  guiet,  clean  light  rail. 

•  Imagine  a  4,500-acre  natural  area  in  the  middle 
of  our  metropolitan  area.  That's  the  hope  Chris 
Orsinger  held  out  to  the  City  Club  of  Eugene  Nov.  3 
at  the  Hilton.  Orsinger  is  executive  director  of  Friends 
of  Buford  Park  and  Mt.  Pisgah.  For  years,  he  has  been 
negotiating  with  the  Wildish  company  for  an  option 


to  purchase  its  1,200-acre  parcel  to  add  to  our  pre¬ 
cious  park.  If  that  big  deal  can  come  together,  river 
restoration  will  be  huge  for  salmon,  other  fish,  tur¬ 
tles  and  waterfowl.  Listening  to  both  Orsinger  and 
Jonathan  Stafford,  president  of  the  arboretum  at 
Pisgah,  we  were  impressed  at  the  power  of  patience 
in  bringing  such  great  assets  to  our  community. 

•  Dunno  if  columnist  David  Sarasohn  in  The  Sunday 
Oregonian  (Nov.  15)  is  ahead  or  behind  the 
curve.  He's  still  bringing  up  the  possibility  of  Peter 
DeFazio  running  for  governor.  Sarasohn  says 
DeFazio  told  him  he  won't  make  his  final  decision 
until  filing  day,  next  March.  We'll  put  ourselves  in 
that  large  group  the  Portlander  mentions  that  does 
not  expect  our  congressman  to  run.  For  many  rea¬ 
sons,  we  want  him  right  where  he  is,  as  chairman  of 
the  House  Transportation  and  Infrastructure 
Subcommittee. 

•  The  residents  of  Cottage  Grove  and  Veneta  are 
finding  out  that  growth  doesn't  pay.  Both  cities  are 
now  faced  with  crushing  sewer  bills  that  they  never 
would  have  had  if  they  had  restricted  wanton  sprawl. 
Little  rural  villages  can  run  on  septic  systems.  Cities 
can't  without  drowning  in  their  own  poop.  Rural  vil¬ 
lages  work  fine  with  low  taxes.  Sprawling  cities  can't. 
If  the  residents  of  Veneta  and  Cottage  Grove  don't 
want  ever-rising  taxes  and  fees,  they  should  dump 
the  development  interests  and  speculators  who  run 
their  towns.

Iraqi  student  finds  welcome  in  Eugene 


merican  missiles  bombed  his 
home  town,  and  brought  war  to 
his  country,  yet  Awab  Alrawe,  an 
Iraqi  student,  was  eager  to  come  to  the  U.S. 
His  goal  was  to  begin  his  study  of  political 
science  at  the  UO  here  in  Eugene. 

For  a  full  year  Alrawe  studied  in  Syria 
with  the  Iraqi  Student  Project.  ISP  is  a 
nonprofit  organization  that  seeks  to  fill  the 
void  in  the  lives  of  young  Iraqis  caused  by 
the  war. 

Theresa  Kubachek  and  her  husband, 
Gabe  Huck,  sought  universities  that  would 
waive  tuition  for  Iraqi  students  who  would 
then  spend  a  year  in  preparation  at  the  ISP 
in  Damascus.  Once  in  the  U.S.,  in  addition 
to  their  studies,  the  students  have  part-time 
jobs  and  do  80  hours  of  cultural  exchanges. 
They  are  aided  by  a  local  support  group 
that  raises  money  to  cover  expenses. 

Gordie  Albi,  aEugenean,  and  Kubachek 
are  co-members  of  the  Loretto  Community, 
a  Catholic  institution  dedicated  to  social 
justice.  When  Albi  heard  Alrawe  was 
coming  to  Eugene,  she  began  to  talk  to  him 
via  email,  and  their  friendship  continues 
now  that  he  is  in  Eugene. 

What  were  your  impressions  when  you 
arrived  in  the  U.S.? 

All  the  passengers  [on  the  plane]  were 
from  Mideast  eonflieted  areas.  When 
we  landed  in  Chieago,  everyone  started 
laughing.  I  was  mostly  worried  I’d  miss 
the  plane  to  Eugene  beeause  we  were  late. 
Fortunately,  the  ISP  had  us  praetiee  what 
U.S.  eustoms  might  be  like,  so  they  were 
helpful,  and  I  eaught  the  plane. 

My  Eugene  “family,”  Jaeque  Travis  and 


Mark  Siemens,  were  there  to  meet  me.  Their 
daughter  Emma  was  with  them.  She  is  a  UO 
sophomore.  They  really  looked  good. 

Did  the  Iraqis  believe  the  U.S.  had  a 
good  reason  for  attacking  them? 

It  was  generally  understood  that  Bush 
was  eoming  for  our  oil,  not  to  liberate  us 
from  Saddam  Hussein. 

How  did  you  feel  about  Saddam 
Hussein  and  how  was  it  living  under 
him? 

He  was  despised;  people  saw  him  as 
a  devil  in  the  shape  of  a  human,  not  only 
beeause  of  the  people  he  murdered,  but  he 
robbed  and  eorrupted  the  people.  People, 
like  my  father,  who  was  a  geologist, 
eouldn’t  earn  more  than  $300  a  month. 
People  were  set  against  eaeh  other. 

We  had  an  Iraqi  journalist  come  to 
Eugene.  She  was  asked  the  difference 
between  the  Sunni  and  the  Shi'a. 

She  said  it  was  not  a  real  problem; 
that  most  Sunni  families  had  a  Shi'a 
intermarriage,  and  vice  versa.  They 
had  lived  together  for  ages  and  could 
again  if  they  were  left  alone.  That  it 
was  a  manipulation  by  people  wanting 
to  create  dissension.  Was  that  right? 

Absolutely.  We  are  an  old  eivilization 
—  going  baek  to  1380. 

There  was  one  Iraqi  man,  maybe  he 
should  be  nameless,  who  seemed 
to  have  influence  in  Washington 
regarding  the  war. 

Oh  yes.  He  is  despised  but  has  power 


now,  ineluding  his  own 
militia. 

We  can  only  imagine  , 
how  horrible  the 
bombing  attacks 
must  have  been. 

Every  day ... 

Almost  all  ears  were 
moving  targets  to  the  U.S. 
airplanes  before  they  entered  the 
eapital,  and  then  by  snipers  starting 
a  week  after  they  eaptured  the  eity. 

On  Book  TV,  a  U.  S.  author  was 
talking  about  the  danger,  but  he  was 
in  the  "'pink  hotel."  Did  you  Just  try 
to  hide  at  home? 

Our  houses  are  not  made  of  strong 
material.  Our  house  had  two  stories;  we’d 
gather  together  in  one  room.  My  aunt’s 
house,  near  ours,  was  bombed,  and  yes, 
it  was  terrifying.  And  why?  Sueh  preeise 
targeting  left  so  many  questions:  Where 
should  we  go  or  stay?  Where  would  they 
bomb  next?  Will  the  U.S.  forees  eapture 
the  eity? 

Did  you  flee  your  home  in  Baghdad? 

Yes,  all  families  were  in  trouble.  My 
sister  Danya  is  only  16  now.  We  all  used 
eell  phones  to  keep  in  toueh  with  eaeh  other 
all  the  time.  We  finally  left  due  to  death 
threats.  They  eame  by  telephone.  It  was  a 
story  of  threats.  A  neighbor  man  was  shot 
and  put  in  the  trunk  of  a  ear;  dogs  barking, 
people  sereaming.  It  is  indeseribable  to  say 
more.  The  U.S.  forees  eame  to  investigate. 
Then  the  phone  ealls  eame.  We  fled  to 
Syria.  I  went  baek  for  two  weeks  and  then 
returned  to  work  with  ISP. 

What  about  Osama  bin  Laden? 

Iraqis  were  not  familiar  with  him  or  al 
Qaeda.  They  were  not  in  Iraq,  and  we  only 


heard  of  them  from 
the  U.S.  We  heard 
fietion  stories  by 
others  —  souree 
always  from  the 
U.S.  We  beeame 
nervous  about 
them.  Some  stories 
were  eoming  from 
diplomats. 


I  know  that  you  were  the 
captain  of  a  soccer  team  in  Syria.  Is 
it  possible  that  has  been  a  release 
of  tension  for  you  as  well  as  a  way 
to  put  the  fear  behind  you?  I  know 
soccer  is  your  passion.  Am  I  right? 

Yes,  that’s  probably  right. 

If  you  had  one  thing  you  could  say  to 
Barack  Obama  now,  what  would  you 
say? 

I’d  ask,  “Was  al  Qaeda  well-known  and 
feared  in  Iraq  before  the  U.S.?  Was  the 
Taliban?”  The  whole  Mideast  is  old  and 
eomplieated.  I  don’t  see  how  Afghanistan 
is  winnable.  ew

In  2004  while  the  mainstream  press 
was  repeating  the  U.S.  offieial  party  line 
that  Haiti’s  first  demoeratieally  eleeted 
president,  Jean-Bertrand  Aristide,  had 
resigned,  she  interviewed  Aristide  and 
reported  his  elaims  that  he  had  been  foreed 
out  by  the  U.S.  military.  After  Democracy 
Now!s  website  reeeived  more  than  3.5 
million  hits  on  the  story,  the  mainstream 
media  began  to  eover  it,  in  what  Goodman 
ealls  “triekle  up  journalism.”  These 
and  other  stories  that  otherwise  would 
have  gone  uneovered,  undereovered  or 
unnotieed  are  Goodman  and  Democracy 
NowTs  bread  and  butter. 

Though  her  radio  program  draws 
in  more  left-leaning  media  eonsumers 


than  eonservative  listeners,  she  says,  as 
a  reporter,  “Of  eourse  journalists  have 
opinions,  but  what’s  important  is  that 
people  are  fair  and  aeeurate.” 

She  says,  “We’re  involved  in  two  wars,  in 
Iraq  and  Afghanistan,  and  news  is  brought  to 
you  by  a  media  that  is  profiting.”  Goodman 
points  out  the  irony  of  hearing  news  about 
the  eurrent  health  eare  debate  on  TV  stations 
funded  by  eommereials  paid  for  by  drug 
eompanies.  That’s  why  she  says  independent 
media  is  important  and  why  alternatives  to 
big  eorporate  media  outlets  like  publie  radio 
and  alternative  weeklies  like  EW  are  needed. 
She  says,  “You  look  at  everything  from 
global  warming  to  the  eeonomie  meltdown 
to  health  eare.  You  look  at  the  eorporate 
media  and  who  has  the  mierophone  through 
whieh  we  learn  about  it.” 

And  of  the  issues  in  the  news  today  she 
says,  “Of  eourse  the  eeonomy  is  extremely 
serious.  Rates  of  unemployment  are  so 
mueh  higher  in  eommunities  of  eolor. 
Poverty  is  a  dire  issue.  Global  warming  is 
eritieal.”  Goodman  says  Democracy  Now! 
will  travel  to  Copenhagen  to  broadeast 
about  the  elimate  talks  next  month.  Finally 


she  says,  “There’s  no  more  serious  an  issue 
a  eountry  ean  engage  in  than  war.” 

Goodman  is  found  not  only  in 
independent  media  sourees  (aka  the  indie 
media)  that  operate  on  donations  and 
publie  funding;  she’s  also  gone  a  little 
more  mainstream  with  a  weekly  syndieated 
eolumn  distributed  through  King  Features, 
the  same  eompany  that  earries  Spiderman 
and  Blondie  eomie  strips  and  the  “Ask  Dr. 
Ruth”  eolumn.  While  EW  doesn’t  earry 
Goodman’s  eolumn  for  laek  of  spaee  (feel 
free  to  bug  us  about  that,)  it’s  available 
at  demoeraeynow.org  and  in  major 
newspapers,  ineluding  The  Oregonian. 

Goodman’s  book  is  eomprised  of 
seleeted  stories  from  her  weekly  eolumn 
(see  sidebar).  The  eolumn  and  the  book, 
both  titled  Breaking  the  Sound  Barrier, 
give  editorial  eommentary  on  the  news 
Goodman  reports  on  Democracy  Now! 
Listening  or  watehing  the  show,  the 
audienee  gets  what  Goodman  says  is 
essential  —  fair  and  aeeurate  reporting. 
Reading  the  eolumn  gets  you  Goodman’s 
take  on  the  story.  A  reeent  program 
featured  an  interview  with  the  family  of  a 
soldier  who  died  in  Iraq.  His  parents  were 
denied  a  presidential  letter  of  eondolenee 
for  his  death  from  Obama  beeause  of  a 
poliey  against  sueh  letters  for  military 
suieides.  Goodman  asks  the  questions  and 
lets  the  interviewees  tell  their  own  story  of 
their  son’s  death  and  their  attempts  to  get 
the  White  House  to  aeknowledge  he  died 
serving  his  eountry. 


On  Monday,  Nov.  23,  at  noon  at  the  WOW  Hall  Goodman  will  read  from  and  speak  about 
her  new  book  Breaking  the  Sound  Barrier.  The  event  will  begin  with  an  introduction  by 
the  book’s  editor,  Denis  Moynihan,  and  end  with  a  Q&A.  Tickets  are  $5  at  the  door.  The 
event  is  sponsored  by  Eugene  Weekiy  and  is  a  benefit  for  KWVA  and  Eugene  Peace-

Amy  Goodman’s  latest  book,  Breaking  the  Sound  Barrier 
(Haymarket,  $16),  is  a  selection  of  the  award-winning  journalist 
and  radio  host’s  columns  from  the  last  three  years.  The  topics 
are  familiar.  The  pieces  are  clustered  under  headings  like 
“War,”  Climate  Change,”  “Health  Care,”  “Elections”  and,  most 
interestingly,  “News  From  the  Unreported  World”  —  and  so, 
frustratingly,  are  many  of  the  stories. 

Goodman  is  a  direct  and  forthright  columnist;  her  work  to  draw  attention 
to  underreported  stories,  to  endlessly  point  out  the  hypocrisy  of  politicians, 
the  incredible  problems  within  our  political  system  (her  pieces  on  campaign 
financing  are  particularly  strong)  and 
illuminate  the  work  done  by  those  fighting 
for  truth  and  justice  is  vital.  The  stories 
retold  here  serve  to  remind  readers  how 
many  things  haven’t  changed,  and  how 
much  work  remains  to  be  done,  but  they 
also  feel  overly  familiar  and  are  occasionally 
repetitive  (in  at  least  three  instances,  stories, 
quotes  or  anecdotes  reappear). 

Sound  Barrier  would  be  a  stronger  book 
with  just  a  bit  of  new  material:  Several 
stories  refer  to  cases  set  to  go  to  trial,  or 
other  uncertain  situations;  even  something 
so  simple  as  an  update  on  those  stories 
which  have  reached  resolution  would  give 
the  book  more  meaning  to  those  who  are 
already  familiar  with  Goodman’s  tireless 
work.  If  she  sometimes  paints  things  as  a  bit  simpler  than  they  are,  Goodman 
more  often  offers  a  clear-eyed  take  on  the  world  we  live  in  and  the  concessions 
people  constantly  make  or  are  forced  to  make,  some  to  stay  alive,  others  to 
stay  in  power. 

Her  book  serves  as  a  potent  reminder  that  change,  in  so  many  places  and 
on  so  many  levels,  is  still  desperately  wanting.  —  Moiiy  Tempieton 
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But  in  her  syndicated  column  on  the 
story  she  takes  a  position,  writing,  “Obama 
should  certainly  write  letters  of  condolence 
to  the  Keeslings  and  to  others  whose  loved 
ones  have  found  that  the  only  sure  way  to 
end  the  living  hell  of  war,  or  to  escape  the 
horror  of  its  aftermath,  is  to  kill  themselves. 
But  an  immediate  withdrawal  from  the 
wars  Obama  inherited  is  the  only  way  to 
stem  the  bleeding.” 

Thought  she  may  have  a  column  available 
through  the  mainstream,  corporate  press, 
Goodman  says,  “Independent  media  is 
where  it’s  at.”  She  stresses  the  ongoing  need 
for  alternatives  to  corporate  media,  saying, 
“What  with  the  entire  mainstream  press 
corps  amplifying  Bush’s  false  allegations 
of  weapons  of  mass  destruction,  we  need  a 
different  kind  of  media.” 

She  says,  “We’re  the  same  journalists 
during  the  Obama  administration  as  we 
were  in  the  Bush  administration.  We  hold 
each  accountable.” 

Under  Obama,  rather  than  Bush, 
Goodman  says  on  the  subject  of  White 
House  transparency:  “The  wall  is  a  door.  The 
door  is  open  a  crack,  and  the  question  will 
be  is:  Will  it  open  or  be  slammed  shut?” 

Keeping  that  door  to  information  open, 
she  says,  will  come  from  grassroots  action 
and  “simply  providing  a  forum  for  people 
to  speak  for  themselves.  When  someone 
speaks  from  their  own  experiences,  that 
shatters  paradigms.” 


ARRESTED 


Instead  of  writing  the  headlines  and  the 
stories,  Goodman’s  experiences  were  the 
headlines  and  the  stories  in  September  2008 
when  the  veteran  journalist  was  arrested  at 
the  Republican  National  Convention.  She 
was  among  the  more  than  40  reporters, 
bloggers  and  filmmakers  at  the  convention 
(including  one  blogger  who  wrote  about 
the  convention  for  EW)  who  were  assaulted 
and/or  arrested  by  the  police.  Journalists 
from  the  Associated  Press  as  well  as  daily 
papers  and  local  television  stations  were 
also  arrested  —  the  AP’s  associate  counsel 
called  the  arrests  of  two  of  its  photographers 
“unprovoked  smackdowns”  —  but  it  was 
Goodman’s  arrest,  captured  on  video,  that 
generated  public  outcry. 

“I  mean,  it  was  just  outrageous,”  Goodman 
says.  “My  colleagues  and  I  were  just  covering 
what  was  happening  on  the  street  and  what 
was  happening  on  the  convention  floor.” 

“Democracy  is  messy,”  she  says.  “Not 
everyone  gets  to  talk  into  a  microphone 
and  our  challenge  is  to  cover  it  all.” 

Goodman  says  that  while  making  her  way 
over  to  speak  to  the  Minnesota  delegation  at 
the  convention,  she  was  told  that  herproducers 
Sharif  Abdel  Kouddous  and  Nicole  Salazar 
had  been  arrested.  Video  from  Salazar’s 
arrest  shows  the  police  throwing  her  to  the 
ground  while  she  was  screaming  “Press! 
Press!”  to  let  them  know  she  was  a  journalist

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covering  the  event.  Salazar  was  bloodied 
during  the  arrest,  Goodman  says,  and  “the 
first  thing  they  did  was  take  the  battery  out 
of  her  eamera.”  Kouddous  was  also  thrown 
down  and  beaten,  Goodman  says. 

When  Goodman  went  to  find  out  what 
had  happened,  wearing  both  her  visible 
eonvention  ID  and  her  Democracy  Now! 
ID,  she  was  grabbed  by  poliee  and  arrested. 

Goodman  was  arrested  for  obstrueting 
the  legal  proeess  and  interfering  with  a 
peaee  offieer,  while  her  produeers  were 
eharged  with  suspieion  of  felony  riot.  All 
were  released  after  several  hours,  and  the 
eity  of  Minneapolis  deeide  to  drop  all 
eharges  against  reporters  eited  for  unlawful 
assembly.  The  eharges  against  Goodman 
and  her  staff  were  also  dropped. 

“We  shouldn’t  have  to  get  a  reeord 
while  trying  to  get  things  on  the  reeord,” 
she  says. 

CIVIL  DISOBEDIENCE 

One  reason  Goodman  is  so  popular  with 
the  left  is  her  vibrant  defense  of  free  speeeh 
and  aetivism.  Her  book  tour  ineludes  a  stop 
at  Berkeley,  the  home  of  the  Free  Speeeh 
Movement,  before  she  moves  on  to  Eugene, 
a  eity  whose  anarehist  eommunity  reeeived 
mueh  of  the  blame  for  the  Seattle  World 
Trade  Organization  (WTO)  riots,  whieh 
have  their  anniversary  this  month.  “When 
the  workings  of  the  maehine  beeome  so 
odious,”  Goodman  says,  “when  people  feel 
that  issues  require  putting  your  body  on  the 
line,  I  think  that  is  eonsidered  in  the  finest 
of  Ameriean  traditions.” 

“I  think  we  have  to  be  eareful  of  the 


poliee  overextending,”  she  says.  This 
remark  may  hit  home  here,  where  the 
Taser  debate  took  off  after  the  Eugene 
poliee  Eased  Ian  Van  Ornum,  a  partieipant 
in  an  anti-pestieide  rally  that  was  being 
monitored  by  Homeland  Seeurity,  after 
he  was  already  lying  faeedown  on  the 
ground,  aeeording  to  video  from  the 
Taser ’s  eamera.  The  debate  has  resurged 
after  the  reeent  Easing  by  the  same  offieer, 
Judd  Warden,  of  a  Chinese  UO  student 
in  his  own  apartment.  The  student  didn’t 
speak  English  and  eould  not  understand 
the  offieer ’s  eommands. 

Goodman’s  book  eontains  a  eolumn 
exposingtheObamaadministration’s  spying 
on  peaee  aetivists  in  Olympia,  Wash.,  a 
violation,  she  says,  of  the  Posse  Comitatus 
Aet  preventing  U.S.  military  deployment 
for  domestie  law  enforeement.  She  also 
writes  of  an  aetivist  arrested  for  using 
Twitter  to  disseminate  information  about 
poliee  loeations  during  the  G20  summit  in 
Pittsburgh.  They  raided  the  aetivist’s  home, 
took  eomputers  and  his  wife’s  property, 
Goodman  says.  She  points  out  the  irony 
there  when  the  U.S.  government  tries  to 
silenee  its  own  protesters:  “We  know  how 
the  Obama  administration  felt  when  the 
Iranian  protesters  Tweeted”  during  the 
disputed  Iranian  eleetion,  she  says.  “The 
State  Department  intervened  to  make  sure 
Iranians  had  aeeess  to  Twitter.” 

So  how  do  Eugeneans  make  sure  that 
the  media  eovers  the  vital  but  sometimes 
ignored  stories?  Goodman  says,  “You 
ean  make  demands  of  the  media,  both 
independent  and  eorporate,  to  eover  stories 
you  feel  are  important.”  BW 
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We  haven't  seen  the  crowd-pleasing,  reel-inducing  Misty  River  in  Eugene  for  a  while.  That's  because  band  members  were  doing 
everything  from  teaching  preschoolers  to  teaching  young  band  dudes  how  to  drive  the  big  vehicles  that  cart  musicians  around  the 
country.  But  with  everyone  ready  for  a  break  from  their  break,  the  harmony  wielders  return  for  a  pre-Tofurkey-day  concert,  their 
trademark  songs  at  the  ready  and  new  material  bubbling  up  from  the  year-long  hiatus.

Fest  lights  up  Corvallis  by  katie  kalk 


For  the  last  five  years,  Corvallis  has 
kieked  off  winter  in  style,  thanks  in 
part  to  the  annual  festive  downtown 
eelebration.  Winter’s  Eve.  A  fundraiser 
put  on  by  Corvallis  Assistanee  League  in 
eonjunetion  with  the  Corvallis  merehants, 
the  event  is  held  under  a  eity-bloek  sized 
tent  and  throughout  partieipating  downtown 
shops.  It  features  Christmas  earolers,  live 
musie,  wine,  beer  and  food  samples  from 
loeal  restaurants,  major  diseounts  from 
downtown  businesses,  silent  auetions  and 
general  holiday  eheer. 

All  proeeeds  from  the  event  go  to  the 
League’s  five  philanthropie  organizations, 
whieh  distribute  new  elothing  to  Benton 
County  sehool  kids  in  need,  provide  new 
elothing  to  emergeney  room  patients, 
provide  dental  eare  for  underprivileged 
ehildren,  hold  SAT  review  elasses  for  loeal 
high  sehool  students,  and  provide  poliee, 
firefighters  and  youth  shelters  with  teddy 
bears  to  give  to  ehildren. 

“This  is  our  sixth  year  doing  it,”  says 
Ginny  Adams  of  the  Assistanee  League. 
“It’s  gotten  to  the  point  where  it’s  been 
a  pretty  sueeessful  evening.  A  really 
fun  thing  and  a  great  fundraiser  for  our 
organization.” 

The  food  is  plentiful.  Adams  says,  “We 
have  over  30  different  restaurants  from  the 
Corvallis  area  partieipating,  who  will  be 
offering  everything  from  Mexiean  food  to 
erepes  to  dessert  items  to  prime  rib.  And 
eaeh  tieket  holder  is  entitled  to  a  glass  of 
wine  and  a  glass  of  beer.”

White  Christmas  overtakes  Christmas  Caroi^  but 
Nutcracker  pulls  away  by  suzi  steffen 


Used  to  be,  eome  November/ 
Deeember  in  the  Eug,  you’d  know 
where  you  stood.  Aetors  Cabaret 
of  Eugene  presented  a  funny  speetaele  of 
A  Christmas  Carol,  Willamette  Rep  did 
the  gloomier,  more  thoughtful,  no  angel 
ehildren  in  jaek-in-the-boxes  version. 

And  the  Lord  Leebriek  started  in  with 
the  Itsa  Wonderful  Life  radio  play  in  the 
Wildish.  Tie  it  up  with  a  Nutcracker  bow, 
and  you’d  have  your  holiday  performanee 
jollies  all  taken  eare  of  just  before  the 
Eugene  Opera  kieked  in  with  something 
more  full  of  semi-intelleetual  vigor  (I 
say  semi  beeause  opera  plots  make  their 
writers  look  like  erazed  fools;  but  no  one 
goes  to  opera  for  the  plot). 

When  Willamette  Rep  took  its  final 
bows  in  May  2008,  a  Eugene  theater-lover 
eould  be  forgiven  for  expeeting  less  on 
the  doubling-up  front.  Then  the  Leebriek 
took  a  breather  from  holiday  sehmaltz. 
Stepping  up  to  the  holiday  plate,  ACE  went 
for  the  new  musieal  version  of  the  elassie 
Paramount  film  musieal  White  Christmas. 
So  did  the  Shedd. 

Henee  ACE’s  marketing  eampaign  as 
the  FIRST  Eugene  performanee  of  Irving 
Berlin  s  White  Christmas  (the  ACE  version 
opens  Friday,  Nov.  20  and  runs  through 
mueh  of  Deeember),  and  henee  the 
Shedd’s  emphasis  on  its  stars  as  long-time 
Shedd  and  Eugene  favorites  (an  aeeurate 
deseription  indeed  of  people  like  Bill 
Hulings  and  Shirley  Andress).  The  Shedd’s 
White  Christmas  opens  Dee.  4  and  runs  for 
two  weekends,  smaek-dab  in  the  middle 
of  ACE’s  run,  so  fans  of  Irving  Berlin  ean 
run  from  the  pre-reeorded  ACE  version  to 
the  live  orehestra  at  Jaqua  Coneert  Hall  in 
the  same  weekend  (or  two).  Weirdly,  the 
Very  Little  Theatre  managed  to  plan  The 
Dresser,  a  play  set  in  the  same  time  period 


as  that  of  White  Christmas,  for  a  Dee.  4 
opening  (it’s  not  a  holiday  play,  so  it’s  not 
in  our  holiday  ealendar;  but  do  look  for  it 
in  our  regular  paper  in  a  few  weeks). 

Cottage  Theatre  keeps  the  Diekens  fires 
burning  with  a  produetion  of  the  musieal 
extravaganza  Marley  &  Scrooge,  whieh 
looks  at  the  events  of  A  Christmas  Carol 
through  the  ehain-rattling  perepeetive  of 
Marley,  who’s  out  of  redemptive  luek.  M&S 
opens  Dee.  4  as  well  (thus  oeeupying  every 
last  one  of  the  Weekly'^  theater  erities  in  one 
fell  swoop),  and  runs  through  Dee.  20. 

All  of  that  is  mere  prelude,  of  eourse, 
to  the  Main  Performanee  Event  of  the 
season,  every  little  kid’s  dream  show,  the 
Eugene  Ballet  Companay’s  performanees 
of  The  Nutcracker.  Mouse  King!  Danee 
of  the  Sugar  Plum  Fairies!  The  poor  old 
Nuteraeker  and  young,  eusp-of-puberty 
Clara!  For  families  with  small  ehildren, 
it’s  a  holiday  tradition,  and  a  fine  one.  Grab 
those  velvet  bows  and  shiny  patent-leather 
shoes,  kids,  and  dress  up  for  the  ballet 
(Dee.  1 8-20  in  Eugene  and  22-23  in  Salem; 
Nutcracker  Tea  Dee.  20).  Efti.

Sing-along  Messiahs  are  so  early 
summer/Baeh  Festival,  but  that 
doesn’t  mean  the  Eugene  area  ean’t 
eelebrate  the  major  eonsumer/Christian 
holiday  of  the  winter  in  traditional  style. 

For  one  thing,  who  eould  beat  the 
Eugene  Coneert  Choir  for  its  efforts  to 
keep  us  on  the  warm,  glowy  traek  of  the 
season?  The  (spendy,  but  from  what  I 
hear,  well  worth  it)  Madrigal  Dinners  on 
Dee.  11  and  12,  performed  by  the  smaller 
Voeal  Arts  Ensemble,  boast  everything 
Renaissanee,  from  a  boar’s  head  to  goblets 
and  the  sweet  musie  of  the  great  British 
madrigal  writers.  Costumes  adorn  the 
singers,  but  that  doesn’t  stop  them  from 
produeing  gorgeous  musie  as  the  audienee 
drinks  and  sups. 

But  if  the  eomedy  and  homey  style  of 
Mason  Williams  appeal  more,  you’re  on; 
the  Coneert  Choir  performs  in  and  benefits 
from  the  ever-popular  Mason  Williams 
Holiday  Show  on  Dee.  5  and  6,  with  a  east 
of  everyone  from  Mozart  Players  to  the 
South  Eugene  High  Sehool  Coneert  Choir. 

Not  that  the  Mozart  Players,  or  at  least 
some  of  them,  aren’t  busy  in  other  venues; 
it’s  time  on  Dee  7  and  8  for  the  traditional 
Candlelight  Baroque  eoneerts  at  the 
First  Christian  Chureh.  There’s  Baeh,  of 
eourse,  in  the  programming  —  one  of  the 
Brandenburgs,  whieh  have  oddly  eome  to 
send  brain  signals  saying  Winter!  Holidays! 
—  and  the  also  holiday-ish  Handel  Harp 
Coneerto.  At  eoneert’s  elose,  audienee 
members  will  hear  the  soaring  sound  of 
Pergolesi’s  Magnifieat,  a  satisfyingly 
glorious  sound  for  rounding  off  a  holiday 
musie  event. 

I  eould  easily  argue  that  the  eombined 
forees  of  new  Eugene  Symphony  musie 
direetor  Danail  Raehev  and  revered 
pianist  Alexandre  Dossin  make  the  Dee. 
3  regular-season  eoneert  a  holiday  treat, 
but  that  would  be  negleetful  of  the  holiday 
extravganza  that  is  the  Dee.  12-13  Yuletide 
Celebration  -  this  year  touehed  by  the  magie 

Kelly  Kaduce 


of  Jodi  Benson, 
who  voieed  Ariel  in  the  big- 
sereen  adaptation  of  Little 
Mermaid.  Daneing  Santas 
and  a  host  of  other  family- 
friendly  speetaele  makes 
these  eoneerts  fun  for 
everyone  from  the  youngest 
kid  to  the  oldest 
gramps  (skipping 
the  Gothy  teens  on 


the  way).  Seriously,  is  there  anything  more 
fun  when  you’re  a  young ’un  than  getting 
ready  for  a  good  oF  holiday  show?  That’s 
something  every  Christmas-eelebrating 
little  kid  should  get  to  do. 

But  what  if  you’re  a  Hannukah 
eelebrator?  Well,  the  holiday  doesn’t 
go  uneelebrated,  at  least  not  at  Ahavas 
Torah,  where  kids  ean  build  their  own 
menorahs  on  Dee.  10  and  where  the  whole 
family  ean  attend  the  Dee.  12  eoneert  and 
eelebration. 

The  UO  Musie  department  happily  offers 
several  season-ending  options,  ranging 
from  the  Holiday  Choral  Coneert  Dee.  5 
(in  the  perfeetly  holiday-ish  Beall)  to  the 
Pereussion  and  Gospel  Ensembles  on  Dee. 
6.  You  won’t  get  more  of  a  musieal  bang  for 
your  buek  than  with  these  students  playing 
and  singing  their  well-trained  hearts  out. 

Speaking  of  singing  with  skill  and 
training,  the  party  eontinues  after  the  gifts 
have  been  opened.  Ever  sinee  the  Eugene 
Opera  revived  itself  a  eouple  of  years  ago 
with  mueh  effort,  an  influx  of  support  and 
a  newly  professionalized  image,  the  post- 
Christmas  doldrums  have  beeome  more 
like  an  antieipation  of  what’s  going  to 
happen  next  at  the  Hult  Center.  Though 
last  year’s  Orpheus  in  the  Underworld 
wasn’t  quite  as  good  last  year  as  the  Opera 
no  doubt  wanted,  I  prediet  that  this  year’s 
Marriage  of  Figaro  will  be  the  gorgeously 
deeorated  froth  everyone  wants  from  a 
year-ending  performanee. 

A  lot  of  that  depends  on  the  prineipals, 
and  onee  again,  the  opera’s  general  direetor 
Mark  Beudert  trades  on  his  eonneetions 
to  land  us  some  serious  talent.  Mozart’s 
splendid  musie  for  this  opera  eharms 
nearly  everyone.  The  prineipals  are  Kelly 
Kaduee  as  Countess  Almaviva,  (Kaduee  is 
a  rising  star  in  the  opera  world,  for  sure); 
loeal  fave  Joelle  Harvey  as  Susanna  (also  a 
rising  star,  she  just  performed  as  Zerlina  in 
the  N.Y  City  Opera  Don  Giovannii);  Lee 
Gregory,  who  kieked  serious  voeal  (and 
aeting)  ass  as  Leporello  in  last  Mareh’s 
Don  Giovanni,  as  Figaro;  and  Christopher 
Burehett  as  Count  Almaviva  (the  eount  is 
super- seummy,  and  Em  interested  to  see 
how  the  attraetive  Burehett  makes  him  both 
an  ass  and  sympathetie).  Amanda  Crider 
was  one  of  the  high  points  of  Orpheus 
with  her  Diana,  and  she  eomes  baek  the 
the  Bug  to  play  Cherubino,  a  role  that 
should  amuse  the  audienee. 

Tiekets  aren’t  super  expensive  to 
any  of  these  performanees,  but  if 
you’re  feeling  the  pineh,  imagine 
them  as  a  holiday  gift.  Musie 
fix:  The  perfeet  stoeking 
stuffer!  Yfti 
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holiday  euenls

Defining  Her  Future 

Carey  Mulligan  shines  in  an  unsentimental  film

M  M  Mk  ction  is  character,”  says 
Jenny  (Carey  Mulligan), 
the  16-year-old  eenter 
of  An  Education,  expounding  upon  a 
lesson  from  English  elass  and  taking  it  in 
a  direetion  it  was  never  intended  to  go.  ‘Tf 
we  never  did  anything,  we  wouldn’t  be 
anybody.” 

Jenny’s  life,  when  she  says  this,  is  full 
of  doing  things.  Coneerts,  weekend  trips, 
nights  spent  in  jazz  elubs,  a  morning  auetion 
—  all  on  the  arm  of  David  Goodman  (Peter 
Sarsgaard),  who  steps  into  her  life  when  he 
offers  Jenny  a  ride  home  from  sehool  in  the 
pouring  rain.  It’s  her  eello  he’s  eoneemed 
about,  he  explains  smoothly.  David  is  in 
his  mid-30s,  a  fairly  eharming,  deeent 
looking  fellow  whose  world  is  a  far  ery 
from  sehool  and  Latin  homework.  Jenny’s 
suburban  life,  until  David,  had  one  foeal 
point,  repeated  endlessly  by  her  father, 
Jaek  (Alfred  Molina):  getting  into  Oxford. 

An  Education  eould  be  a  lot  of  things: 
sad,  off-putting,  sentimental,  maybe  a 
little  grotesque.  No  matter  whieh  way 
you  sliee  it,  it’s  the  story  of  a  teen  being 
sedueed  by  a  grown  man.  But  the  film  — 
direeted  by  Lone  Seherfig  and  graeefully 
adapted  by  Niek  Hornby  from  Lynn 
Barber’s  memoir  —  is  eareful  with  its 
judgments  and  its  indulgenees,  and  sharply 
aware  of  the  time  period  in  whieh  it  takes 
plaee:  1961  England,  in  what  Hornby  has 
deseribed  as  “post-war  austerity  Britain.” 
His  seript  stieks  elosely  to  Jenny,  valuing 
her  perspeetive  while  showing  us  everyone 
else’s.  Reaetions  to  her  relationship  with 
David  are  mixed:  Her  sehoolfriends  are 
wildly  impressed,  her  English  teaeher  (a 
wonderful  Olivia  Williams)  horrified,  her 
parents  —  well,  they  too  are  taken  in  by 
David,  an  easy  liar  who  always  knows 
just  what  to  say  to  quell  their  fears  about 


sending  their  ehild  off  into  the  world  with 
an  adult.  They  seem  to  willingly  forget  that 
he’s  not  an  adult  who  wants  to  ehaperone 
their  daughter,  but  one  falling  in  love  with 
her. 

Jenny,  to  her  eredit  and  the  film’s,  isn’t 
falling  in  love  with  David.  She’s  falling 
in  love  with  his  world.  It’s  a  plaee  where 
people  do  things  —  take  trips  to  Oxford, 
drink  Champagne  (Jenny  is  a  Franeophile), 
smoke  imported  eigarettes  after  a  late  supper 

—  and  in  Jenny’s  enthusiastie,  youthful 
estimation,  they  therefore  are  somebody. 
It’s  this  idea,  whieh  beeomes  a  willingness 
to  overlook  eertain  things,  that  eatehes  up 
to  Jenny  as  An  Education  moves  into  its 
seeond  half;  it’s  this  line  you  think  of  as  she 
tries  to  piek  and  ehoose  whieh  aetions,  and 
whieh  inaetion,  define  David,  his  friends, 
herself  She’s  still  two  people,  a  girl  at 
home  and  a  would-be  woman  when  she’s 
out,  and  Mulligan  deftly  moves  between 
the  two,  ereating  a  portrait  of  eoming-of- 
age  that’s  not  defined  by  one  monumental 
experienee  but  through  a  series  of  steps  and 
ehanges,  of  shifts  between  being  a  messy- 
haired,  slouehing  teenager  and  trying  to  be 
an  elegant,  sophistieated  young  woman. 

An  Education  slips  as  it  winds 
down,  drowning  important  seenes 
in  a  melodramatie  seore  and  heavily 
telegraphing  what’s  to  eome.  But  Mulligan 
shines  through  those  pitehing  strings  and 
meaningful  shots,  showing  Jenny  as  she 
finally  eomes  to  realize  what  she  wants 

—  not  what  her  parents  want  for  her,  or 
what  David  wants  to  give  her,  or  what  her 
teaehers  believe  she  should  want.  Some  of 
these  things  overlap  with  Jenny’s  desires, 
but  she  eomes  to  them  on  her  own  terms. 
It’s  this  proeess  that  makes  An  Education 
stand  out.  Unsentimental  (exeepting  that 
damn  seore),  deliberately  paeed,  east  to 
perfeetion  and  with  respeet  for  experienee 
and  edueation.  An  Education  neatly 
sidesteps  a  too-judgmental  tone,  instead 
suggesting  that  sometimes  the  most 
important  question  is  not  what  you  ought 
to  do,  but  why  you  ought  to  do  it.  6W

Wavelengths 

Treading  the  dawn  with  radio  pirates 


PIRATE  RADIO:  Written  and  directed  by 
Richard  Curtis.  Cinematography,  Danny 
Cohen.  Starring  Philip  Seymour  Hoffman, 
Bill  Nighy,  Kenneth  Branagh,  Rhys  Ifans  and 
January  Jones.

Imagine  a  floating  inquiry  into  the 
nature  of  musie  and  freedom,  a  story 
about  the  outlaw  DJs  of  the  1960s 
who  rattled  the  British  government  from 
their  vessels  offshore.  Imagine  Britain’s 
best  aeting  talent  to  earry  it  off,  as  well 
as  one  of  Ameriea’s  best  aetors,  Phillip 
Seymour  Hoffman.  Sueh  a  film,  surely, 
would  have  a  great  deal  to  say,  or  at 
least  a  great  deal  of  fun  saying  a  little.  It 
would  be  a  film  by,  for  and  about  renegade 
spirits;  not  a  limp,  ponderous  Life  Aquatic 
faesimile  but  a  gutsy  film,  a  roek  ’n’  roll 
film.  It  would  be  impressively  entitled 
The  Boat  That  Rocked,  at  least  until,  after 
dismal  earnings  abroad,  it  would  be  re-eut 
and  re-paekaged  as  Pirate  Radio  —  exeept 
in  Franee,  where  it  would  be  re-ehristened 
Good  Morning  England,  as  if  the  Freneh 
required  a  sunnier  version.  Thus  the  film 
formerly  entitled  The  Boat  That  Rocked 
would  deseend  upon  your  loeal  eineplex, 
only  for  you  to  diseover  the  reason  for  the 
name  ehange:  Pirate  Radio  doesn’t  roek.  It 
barely  even  floats. 

Pirate  Radio  is  the  story  of  Radio  Roek, 
an  unlieensed  station  broadeasting  in  1966 
from  the  belly  of  a  rusty  tanker  in  the  North 
Sea.  Anehored  in  international  waters,  the 
vessel  is  the  brainehild  of  Quentin  (Bill 
Nighy),  the  wealthy  eaptain  who,  at  the 
Aim’s  outset,  weleomes  his  godson  Carl 
(Tom  Sturridge)  to  the  ship.  The  idea  is 
for  Carl,  who’s  just  been  expelled  from 
sehool,  to  further  his  “edueation”  amid  the 
eeeentrie  DJs  inhabiting  the  ship,  among 
them  slippery  Dave  (Niek  Frost,  Shaun  of 
the  Dead),  inseeure  Angus  (Rhys  Darby, 


Flight  of  the  Conchords),  weary  Count 
(Seymour  Hoffman)  and  sexy  Gavin  (Rhys 
Ifans,  Hotting  Hill).  With  the  Stones,  the 
Kinks  and  the  Who  on  heavy  rotation,  as 
well  as  boozing  at  all  hours  of  the  day,  it’s 
an  environment  that  resembles  a  floating 
baehelor  party  —  although,  eome  to  think 
of  it,  when  they  throw  an  actual  baehelor 
party,  nothing  seems  any  different.  On  the 
mainland.  Minister  Dormandy  (Kenneth 
Branagh)  has  Radio  Roek  in  his  sights; 
his  henehman,  the  dapper  Mr.  Twatt  (Jaek 
Davenport,  Pirates  of  the  Caribbean),  is 
appointed  to  legislate  its  obsoleseenee. 
Toss  in  young  Carl’s  seareh  for  his  long- 
lost  father,  plus  more  montages  than  a  high 
sehool  reunion  reel,  and  Pirate  Radio  is  as 
uneven  as  the  water  beneath  their  boat. 

Pirate  Radio  is  the  debut  film  by 
Riehard  Curtis,  a  sereenwriter  whose 
output  is  oeeasionally  enjoyable  {Hotting 
Hill,  Four  Weddings  and  a  Funeral)  and 
sometimes  abysmal  {Love,  Actually).  His 
treatment  of  eharaeter  is  oeeasional  at  best; 
Curtis  seems  more  interested  in  a  eonstant 
lightness  of  mood  than  anything  awkward 
or  eontrary  or  painful.  Pirate  Radio  is 
presented  as  a  light  romp,  but  it’s  so  light 
it’s  ineonsequential.  The  film  is  goofy 
without  being  funny,  serious  without  being 
meaningful.  It  eontains  a  string  of  love-at- 
flrst- sightings  without  even  the  deeeney  of  a 
good  sex  seene,  although  it  may  be  the  least 
belligerent  film  ever  made  about  a  subjeet 
—  roek  ’n’  roll  —  that  is  fundamentally 
belligerent.  The  Aim’s  strongest  area  is 
the  musie,  whieh  I  would  deseribe  as  the 
best  Wes  Anderson  soundtraek  outside  of 
a  Wes  Anderson  Aim.  Not  even  a  late  visit 
from  Emma  Thompson  ean  fix  this  leaky 
vessel.  Shot  handheld,  just  to  make  you 
extra  seasiek.  Pirate  Radio  has  oeeasional 
moments  of  glee  onboard,  but  for  ruining 
a  terrifle  eoneept  so  adroitly,  it  should 
immediately  be  put  to  sea.  6W 
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Swinging  for  the  Low  Road 

If  Eddie  Vedder,  Tom  Waits,  Mark  Lanegan,  the  resurrected  pinkie  finger  of 
Django  Reinhardt  and  a  fifth  of  Old  Grandad  whiskey  walked  into  the  machine 
that  turned  Jeff  Goldblum  into  the  fly,  what  stumbled  out  might  look  -  or, 
rather,  sound  -  a  lot  like  Mark  Growden.  You  get  the  idea:  Growly  baritone, 
chunky  beats,  plucked  strings  and  an  overall  feeling  of  reconstructed  old- 
timey  blues  sliding  like  a  drunken  ditchdigger  off  the  vinyl  barstool.  On  Saint 
Judas,  his  first  studio  album  in  eight  years,  the  San  Francisco-based  singer- 
songwriter  clops  his  cowboy  boots  over  the  familiar  territory  of  a  fallen 
white  man's  Judeo-Christian  blues.  "I  thought  I  saw  a  shooting  star  /  It  was 
a  cigarette  thrown  from  a  trucker's  window,"  Growden  sighs  on  "Faith  in  My 
Pocket."  Sounds  like  the  guy's  been  reading  a  lot  of  Cormac  McCarthy  lately, 
but  then  again,  who  hasn't?  Ashy  grey  is  the  color  of  the  moment.  At  every 
fork  on  Saint  Judas,  Growden  swings  for  the  low  road,  which  gives  the  whole 
album  a  kind  of  hungover  Sunday,  missed-church  feel.  It's  nothing  new,  but 
Growden's  strong,  moody  voice  carries  it  all  along.  His  live  performances, 
according  to  his  hometown  paper  East  Bay  Express,  "are  becoming  the  stuff 
of  legend,"  and  apparently  full  of  a  weirdness  and  avant-garde  spirit  that 
doesn't  guite  come  through  on  the  record.  Here's  to  hoping.  Mark  Growden 
plays  at  7:30  pm  Friday,  Nov.  20,  at  the  Museum  of  Unfine  Art,  537  Willamette 
St.  Donations.

Tongue  Twisting  Linguistics 


Though  they  perform  under  what  is  possibly  the  cleverest  name  in  all  of  hip  hop,  Kentucky  three-piece 
the  CunninLynguists'  smartest  move  to  date  was  to  enlist  as  many  well-known  MCs  as  possible  on  their 
last  two  travel-themed  releases.  Strange  Journey  Volume  1  and  Strange  Journey  Volume  2  (note  the 
upgrade  in  cover  art  from  the  van  on  Volume  1  to  the  sexy  muscle  car  on  Volume  2).  Volume  1  features 
heavyweights  like  Fish  Scales  (Nappy  Roots),  Khujo  (Goodie  Mob),  Mac  Lethal,  Slug  and  a  bunch  more. 

The  second  installation,  which  came  out  Nov.  3,  features  E-40,  Evidence  (Dilated  Peoples)  and  Sean 
Price.  There  are  even  a  couple  of  Northwest  MCs:  Macklemore,  Geologic  (Blue  Scholars)  and  Grieves, 
who  recently  relocated  from  Seattle  to  San  Diego.  But  make  no  mistake,  the  CunninLynguists  -  producer 
Kno  and  MCs  Deacon  The  Villain  and  Natti  -  can  keep  up  with  the  other  MCs  who  appear  on  the  Strange 
Journey  albums.  It's  safe  to  say  that  some  of  the  guests  they've  enlisted  on  their  records  have  higher 
profiles  than  the  individual  'Lynguists  -  and  in  the  Northwest,  the  melodic  Southern  sway  that  groups 
like  CunninLynguists  and  Nappy  Roots  employ  is  a  different  species  of  songwriting.  Which  is  exactly  why 
hand-plucking  MCs  from  all  over  the  country  to  participate 
in  Cunninlynguists'  Strange  Journeys  makes  so  much  sense: 

It's  a  way  to  bridge  that  geographic  gap  by  dropping 

beats  and  spitting  rhymes  instead  of  apple  seeds.  The 

Cunninlynguists,  Grieves,  Budo,  Looptroop  Rockers

Hip  Hop's  (Better)  Answer  to  the  Indie  Supergroup 

When  it  comes  to  indie  rock,  supergroups  are  in  these  days  -  Monsters  of  Folk,  Them 
Crooked  Vultures,  et  al.  -  but  when  it  comes  to  hip  hop,  it's  hard  to  come  up  with  a  more 
exciting  partnership  than  that  of  Jurassic  5's  Chali  2na  (left)  and  Blackalicious'  Gift  a 
of  Gab  (right),  two  veteran  MCs  who've  proven  over  and  over  again  that  they  deserve  m 
the  space  they've  carved  out  for  themselves  in  hip  hop's  uppermost  echelon.  While  I 

both  of  these  MCs  are  voracious  collaborators  (and  hip  hop  on  the  whole  is  a  much  V 

more  collaborative  genre  than  pop),  coupling  Chali  2na's  booming  bass  delivery  1 

and  Gift  of  Gab's  unrivaled  rhymesmithery  can  only  result  in  verbal  fireworks  when 
witnessed  in  person.  Though  they  haven't  put  out  an  album  together  -  yet  -  both 
Chali  2na  and  Gift  of  Gab  have  new  albums  rife  with  collabos  to  offer  up.  Chali  2na's 
latest.  Fish  Outta  Water,  dropped  this  past  July,  and  Gift  of  Gab's  second  solo 
I  offering.  Escape  2  Mars,  hit  shelves  November  10.  The  first  single  from  Escape  2 
Mars,  "Dreamin',"  features  hip  hop  powerhouses  Del  tha  Funkee  Homosapien 
and  Brother  Ali.  Meanwhile,  Fish  Outta  Water  features  a  whole  host  of  guests 
from  Talib  Kweli  to  Damian  Marley.  It's  safe  to  say  that  talent  travels  in  packs.

Breaking  Up  Is  Beautiful 

Swell  Season  sticks  with  Joy  through  pain 


I  /'^k^^eah,  it  is,  I  guess,”  Swell 
Season  frontman  Glen 
I  Hansard  said  to  Paste 
magazine  when  asked  if  Strict  Joy,  the  new 
album  from  his  band  The  Swell  Season,  is 
a  breakup  reeord.  Hansard  and  Marketa 
Irglova  —  both  singers;  he  plays  guitar,  she 
piano  —  rose  into  the  publie  eye  in  2007 
in  the  film  Once,  a  fietional  story  about  a 
Dublin  busker  and  the  young  immigrant 
woman  with  whom  he  forms  a  tentative 
and  lovely  ereative  partnership.  Hansard 
and  Irglova  fell  in  love  in  real  life,  as  often 
happens  —  and,  as  also  often  happens, 
they  later  fell  out  again.  But  The  Swell 
Season,  whieh  began  in  2006  with  a  self- 
titled  album,  eontinued,  and  it’s  diffieult 
not  to  feel  that  the  story  of  Hansard  and 
Irglova’s  relationship  is  sunk  deeply  into 
the  songs. 

But  you  wouldn’t  have  to  know  that 
story  to  feel  that  Strict  Joy  (whieh  takes 
its  title  from  a  poem  by  James  Stephens)  is 
an  album  full  of  gentle  regret,  eonfessions, 
eompassion  and  bare  hearts.  “I  want  to  sit 
you  down  and  talk,”  Hansard  insists  on  the 
soulful  first  traek,  “Low  Rising.”  Irglova’s 
delieate  “Fantasy  Man”  repeats  the  lines, 
“So  go  on  now,  you  are  forgiven  /  Let’s 
put  it  down  to  life.”  Their  voiees  —  hers 
fragile  and  sweet,  his  slightly  gruff  and 


earewom  —  make  for  gorgeous  harmonies 
of  eontrast,  espeeially  on  “High  Horses,” 
whieh  has  a  strange,  eoneemed  tone  and 
plays  out  urgently  after  the  last  ehorus. 
Hansard’s  wordy  “The  Verb”  is  an  intense 
breakup  song,  lyries-wise,  but  the  impatient 
bass  line,  the  dynamie  shifts,  give  it  an 
unexpeetedly  hopeful  tone.  It’s  a  heartstring- 
tugger  that  looks  eonstantly  forward. 

The  album’s  runaway  song,  though,  is 
“The  Rain.”  Mueh  of  the  album  is  a  slow 
burn,  a  temptation  that  builds  with  eaeh 
play  (and  one  or  two  songs  feel  a  bit  too 
mueh  like  filler).  Not  “The  Rain,”  insistent 
and  aehing,  its  repeating  lyries  full  of 
broken  promises  and  self-awareness.  Strict 
Joy  is  rieh,  passionate  and  resigned,  and  in 
its  best  songs,  a  sense  of  tempered  restraint 
resonates  with  the  personal  lyries  to  ereate 
an  atmosphere  of  eare,  warmth  and  eaution 
mixed  with  beauty  in  a  way  that  speaks  to 
experienee  and  growth.  In  that  interview 
with  Paste,  Hansard  spoke  about  trying  to

Fast  and  Loose 
with  Words 

The  hollow  years  of  writers'  li(v)es 


Writing’s  not  hard  labor.  Those  of 
us  who  state  with  real  passion, 
“Writing  is  hard,”  don’t  mean 
that  it  breaks  down  the  body  like  working 
in  a  faetory  or  ehallenges  the  emotions, 
body  and  mind  with  a  world  of  eapriee 
like  farming  an  uneertain  land.  No:  The 
difheulties  of  writing  lie  within,  and  from 
where  they  lie,  they  make  writers  lie. 

Or  so  it  goes  in  the  Lord  Lebriek 
produetion  of  Steven  Dietz’s  Fiction, 
whieh  seems  to  worship  at  the  feet  of 
Lillian  Heilman  —  or  at  least  at  the  feet 
of  Mary  MeCarthy’s  famous  trashing  of 
Heilman:  “Every  word  she  writes  is  a  lie, 
ineluding  ‘and’  and  ‘the.’” 

Fiction  is  blessed  with  a  Eugene  dream 
east,  a  strong  direetor  and  a  fine  set.  Dietz 
has  been  well-praised  for  his  writing;  the 
man  ean  pen  wordplay  and  half-boasting, 
half-humbled  dialogue  with  rapier  skill. 
I’ve  no  doubt  this  seript  reads  beautifully 
on  the  page. 

Two  of  Eugene’s  best  aetors,  Dan 
Pegoda  (playing  Miehael  Waterman)  and 
Mary  Buss  (playing  Linda  Waterman), 
give  Dietz’s  many,  swift  words  their  all. 
The  play  begins  in  Paris,  where  Linda 
and  Miehael  argue  passionately  about  the 
greatest  roek  song  ever  (I  eall  bullshit 
on  Miehael’s  ehoiee,  but  that  eould  be 
beeause  my  generation  knows  it  mostly 
from  Ferris  Buellers  Day  Off).  Oh,  do 
they  argue  well. 

About  20  years  later  in  their  lives  and 
a  few  minutes  later  in  the  play,  as  they’re 
still  sparring,  the  well-off,  uneharmingly 
self-satisfied  Waterman  pair  diseover  that 
Linda’s  got  an  unusually  pemieious  brain 
tumor  and  will  die  within  three  weeks. 
They’re  sueeessful  writers,  though  Linda’s 
done  nothing  of  note  sinee  her  first  book. 
At  the  Cape,  and  Miehael  writes  some  sort 
of  pop  fietion  that  he  knows  serves  as  a 
mere  sketeh  of  sereenplays  to  eome.  The 
literary  writing?  That  stays  in  his  journals. 
The  dying  Linda  wants  Miehael  to  read  her 
journals  when  she’s  gone,  and  she  wants  to 
read  his.  Now. 

Both  sets  of  journals  revolve  around 
Abby  Drake  (Ellen  Chaee),  one  of  the 
adminstrators  of  a  writers’  retreat.  She  first 
hosts  Linda,  and  then,  a  eouple  of  years 
later,  Miehael;  that’s  all  long  ago,  before 
eaeh  beeame  famous,  but  we  see  the 
flashbaeks.  As  a  good  administrator,  Drake 


knows  how  to  get  her  writers  working 
when  they  feel  too  dry.  Writers  with  too 
little  time  don’t  have  the  intelleetual  and 
emotional  spaee  to  eoneeive  of  large  ideas 
or  to  write  lengthy  narratives,  but  writers 
with  too  mueh  time  —  as  any  fellowship 
reeipient  in  an  MFA  program  ean  attest  — 
might  just  fall  off  the  edge  of  the  planet. 
Abby  Drake’s  job,  whieh  she  does  quite 
well,  is  not  to  let  that  happen. 

Chaee,  as  someone  behind  me 
awkwardly  said  to  direetor  Joseph  Gilg 
during  intermission,  is  a  bit  too  mature 
for  the  part,  with  an  internal  authority 
and  a  sense  of  ealm  self-awareness  that 
her  eharaeter  eould  never  have  during  the 
time  period  eovered  in  the  play.  But  with 
skill  and  determination,  Chaee  wills  her 
way  into  the  eharaeter,  more  sueeessfully 
into  the  interaetions  with  Pegoda  than 
those  with  Buss.  Part  of  the  problem  is  in 
her  eostumes  —  she  needs  sexier  elothes 
to  ereate  the  intensity  of  eonneetion  she 
shares  with  eaeh  writer. 

What  does  eaeh  Waterman  take  from 
the  eneounter  with  this  spark?  How  is 
Abby  refleeted  in  the  journals?  Both  results 
revolve  around  betrayals  that  don’t  fully 
exist,  things  that  possibly  never  happened 
or  were  never  intended  to  look  the  way  they 
do  now.  These  are  the  stories,  the  fietions 
Miehael  and  Linda  tell  about  themselves 
even  when  they’ve  got  their  pens  raised 
only  to  their  diaries.  Something  that 
looks  like  revenge  really  isn’t;  asked-for 
forgiveness  was  never  neeessary  in  the  first 
plaee;  and  Miehael  is  left  burdened  with 
the  lies  he  told  and  the  lies  he  was  told. 

Miehael  and  Linda  argue  like  eharaeters . 
Their  words  tumble  out  with  asperity, 
alaerity  and  eertainty.  Their  eomfortable 
lives  have  no  edges;  the  stories  they  tell 
during  the  two  hours  of  the  play  have  no 
eonsequenee  in  the  wider  world.  Pegoda 
imbues  Miehael  —  early  on,  a  real  priek  in 
the  way  of  many  inseeure  young  novelists 
—  with  some  kind  of  earned  humanity; 
Buss  thankfully  gives  Linda  more  bite 
than  the  eharaeter  eontains.  Audienees 
eat  up  their  wordplay,  but  their  literary 
games  and  seerets  fall  flat.  Still,  the  brain 
loves  a  puzzle;  the  brain  loves  rapidfire 
interaetion;  the  brain,  if  not  the  heart, 
loves  a  Fiction.  ew

Squash  That 
Reiqns  Supreme 

A  vegan-friendly  side  dish 


Anthony  Boutard  of  Ayers 
Creek  Farm  in  Gaston  cuts 
winter  squashes  at  the 
Hillsdale  Farmers  Market.

We  grew  up  on  baked  aeom 
squash  halves  with  butter  and 
brown  sugar  in  the  eavity,  but 
the  kingdom  of  squash  has  sinee  opened 
its  jewel-toned  gates.  So  many  ehoiees  are 
in  the  markets  now,  and  you  should  buy 
winter  squashes  soon  to  store  in  a  eool, 
dark  plaee  for  the  winter. 

Thanksgiving  presents  plenty  of 
opportunities  for  squash  reeipes.  Maybe 
it’s  due  to  an  overdose  on  sugary  baked 
aeorn  squash  halves,  but  I  like  savory 
preparations  involving  meats  or  eream, 
whieh  provide  a  balanee  for  winter  squash’s 
natural  sugars.  The  dense-fleshed  squashes 
that  hail  from  the  Cucurbita  maxima  family 
—  the  Japanese  kabocha  squashes  and  the 
large,  very  hard  squashes  like  the  hubbard, 
the  grey  sweet  meat  and  the  bumpy  Italian 
marina  di  Chioggia  —  make  wonderful 
soups  with  eream,  ehestnuts  and  baeon,  or 


filling  braised  lunehes 
with  sauteed  ground 
pork  over  riee. 

But  as  delieious 
as  the  meaty  squash 
reeipes  are,  I  was 
searehing  for  a  speeial 
Thanksgiving  reeipe 
that  would  be  less 
filling,  and  one  that 
eould  be  used  to  make 
a  hearty  holiday  dish 
for  my  vegan  friends. 
Last  year,  I  found 
an  old  medieinal 
reeipe  for  “Queen  of 
Hungary  water,”  an 
herb  tineture  that  was 
supposedly  the  world’s 
first  perfume.  Various 
sourees  in  the  16th  and 
17th  eenturies  distill 
rosemary  in  an  aleohol 
or  oil  base,  and  the 
“water”  is  applied  as  a 
skin  tonie  or  imbibed. 
Rosemary  and  squash 
eombine  well,  so  I  thought  I’d  marry  the 
old  Queen  of  Hungary  to  my  squash  puree. 
After  aeeidentally  making  some  teetotaling 
guests  tipsy  on  my  bourbon-based  puree,  I 
settled  on  a  lighter  eombination  of  olive  oil 
and  white  wine. 

The  eombination  of  olive  oil,  elean 
and  fruity  white  wine  and  herbal  rosemary 
layers  different  fiavors  with  the  sweet 
squash.  Olive  oil  works  beautifully,  giving 
the  squash  whip  a  rieh  taste  without  butter, 
eream  or  baeon.  Don’t  use  too  mueh  fresh 
rosemary,  sinee  a  little  goes  a  long  way, 
but  plenty  of  oil  is  just  fine.  The  Riesling 
used  to  thin  out  the  puree  shouldn’t  be  too 
sweet.  Other  white  wines  are  not  quite  right 
for  this  reeipe:  Pinot  gris  is  too  subtle,  and 
ehardonnay’s  oak  interferes.

Squash  Whip  Queen  of  Hungary _ 

4  cups  roasted  winter  squash  (kabocha  varieties,  sweet  meat,  marina  di 
Chioggia) 

1/4  to  1/2  cup  extra  virgin  olive  oil 
2  tablespoons  minced  fresh  rosemary 
1  cup  dry  Riesling 
1  teaspoon  sea  salt 

To  make  the  Queen  of  Hungary  water:  Combine  minced  rosemary  and 
Riesling  and  allow  to  macerate  for  at  least  2  hours  on  the  counter,  or  overnight 
in  the  refrigerator. 

To  roast  squash:  Preheat  oven  to  375  degrees.  Cut  squash  in  large  pieces 
with  the  skin  on,  and  brush  exposed  flesh  with  olive  oil.  Bake  cut  side  down 
until  a  knife  can  slip  easily  into  the  flesh.  You  may  roast  the  squash  the  day 
before  and  reheat  the  next  day  while  making  the  puree. 

To  make  the  squash  whip:  Measure  out  4  cups  of  roasted  squash.  Beat  well 
with  a  wooden  spoon  or  push  through  a  food  mill.  Add  the  salt  and  the  rest 
of  the  oil  (or  to  taste).  Stir  in  about  half  of  the  marinated  minced  rosemary 
and  1/2  cup  Queen  of  Hungary  water.  Add  remaining  Queen  of  Hungary  water 
slowly  until  the  puree  is  desired  consistency.  Serve  warm.

Your  nervousness  is  prompting  you  to 
take  things  slowly  and  to  be  careful  and  conscientious  about  your  husband's  feelings.  If  this 
works  out  -  for  you,  for  your  coworker,  for  your  husband  -  it  will  be  in  large  part  thanks  to 
the  stress,  NOCLUE,  not  despite  it.  Enjoy. 

/  am  in  a  strange  situation.  I  work  in  the  corporate  sector  in  marketing  and  sales.  It  is  a 
high-stress,  fast-paced  job,  and  everyone  has  a  short  fuse.  I  have  a  coworker  who  is  losing 
business  to  a  competitor  who  happens  to  be  gay.  In  her  fits  of  anger,  she  keeps  calling  him  a 
faggot.  I  hate  it.  The  thing  is,  I  am  not  gay.  And  if  anyone  in  our  office  is,  they  are  in  the  closet. 
She  has  used  the  word  in  front  of  other  coworkers  and  even  our  boss,  and  no  one  seems  to  be 
bothered. 

I  am  torn  about  what  I  should  do.  I  am  black,  and  if  she  was  using  the  word  "nigger,"  I  would 
call  her  on  it  and  raise  issue  with  our  HR  department.  Can  I  file  a  complaint  on  behalf  of  a 
group  I  do  not  belong  to?  If  she  found  out  I  complained,  she  would  see  it  as  a  threat  to  her  own 
job,  which  could  lead  to  a  decidedly  hostile  workplace.  But  if  it  was  a  racial  slur,  I  would  not  let 
that  deter  me.  I  want  to  do  the  right  thing.  How  would  you  handle  the  situation? 

Not  My  Problem? 

If  someone  at  my  office  were  tossing  the  word  "nigger"  around,  NMP,  I  would  lodge  a 
complaint.  I  would  resent  the  assumption  on  my  coworker's  part  that  since  I'm  white  she  can 
use  racist  speech  in  my  presence,  because,  hey,  all  us  white  people  are  racist  POS,  right?  And 
I  would  complain  because  a  workplace  that  tolerates  racist  remarks  is  a  workplace  that  toler¬ 
ates  homophobic  remarks.  If  people  are  using  "nigger"  when  there  aren't  any  black  people  in 
the  room,  they're  doubtless  using  "faggot"  when  there  aren't  any  gay  people  in  the  room.  And 
vice  versa.  Have  a  word  with  HR. 

/  have  a  new  coworker,  a  young  man  who  is  gay  and  guite  effeminate.  He's  slim,  wears 
makeup,  has  boyish/feminine  features  and  has  done  some  modeling  work  as  a  woman.  He 
said  in  a  lunchroom  discussion  today  that  he  prefers  to  wear  women's  clothes.  He  said  he  had 
worn  women's  clothes  at  a  previous  workplace,  and  no  one  had  been  offended.  I  suggested  he 
talk  to  HR  to  protect  his  job  before  coming  to  work  dressed  in  women's  clothing.  Good  advice 
or  should  I  just  mind  my  own  business?  One  coworker  suggested  that  he  work  up  to  it,  while 
another  said  he  should  just  do  it  and  let  the  chips  fall  where  they  may.  The  guestion  of  what 
restroom  he  should  use  when  dressed  as  a  woman  came  up.  I'm  not  100  percent  comfortable 
sharing  the  ladies'  room  with  him.  Though  I  am  certain  most  of  the  men  won't  be  comfortable 
sharing  the  men's  room  with  him  either. 

Do  you  have  any  suggestions  on  how  to  handle  situations  where  I  might  find  myself  in  the 
same  restroom  as  my  newest  coworker? 

She  Knows  It's  Really  Trivial 

If  your  coworker  identifies  as  female,  she  should  use  the  women's  room.  If  he  identifies  as 
male,  he  should  use  the  men's  room.  And  seeing  as  he's  using  the  men's  room  now  -  despite 
his  wearing  makeup  and  being  openly  gay  -  I  don't  see  how  the  addition  of  a  dress  should 
change  things  for  his  male  coworkers.  And  from  the  way  you  describe  that  lunchroom  conver¬ 
sation,  SKIRT,  it  sounds  like  your  effeminate  new  coworker  has  at  least  some  support  at  work 
-  but  yes,  he  should  have  a  talk  with  HR. 

As  for  "handling]  situations"  where  you  find  yourself  in  the  same  restroom  with  your  new¬ 
est  coworker,  SKIRT,  unless  you  routinely  offer  to  zip  up  your  coworkers  or  wipe  their  asses  for 
them,  I  don't  see  how  his  presence  -  or  his  attire  or  the  particular  brand  of  genitalia  tucked 
into  his  panties  -  really  impacts  you  at  all.
